Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 21-24 and 32-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,450,421 to Joo et al (hereafter "Joo"). 

Joo discloses arrangements for correcting errors and erasures in a Reed- 
Solomon product code read from an optical disk. An EFM demodulator sets an erasure 
flag for each symbol that cannot be demodulated correctly, and outputs a pre- 
determined "erasure symbol" value (e.g. "00000000") for the erased symbol (column 5, 
lines 5-7), thereby providing a "demodulator" with the limitations recited in claim 17. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 7-20 and 25-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Joo. 
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Joo does not discuss internal details of the inner code decoder and outer code 
decoder, such as a flag and codeword buffer for each decoder. Official Notice is taken 
that providing a buffer for erasure flags and for input data is conventional in Reed- 
Solomon product code decoding. It would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to implement Joo's inner and 
outer code decoders with a buffer for erasure flags and for input data. Such an 
implementation would have been obvious because providing a buffer for erasure flags 
and for input data is conventional in Reed-Solomon product code decoding.
